On the battlefield of Antietam Mr. McClure 
met Gen. Wm. J. Palmer, thena captain, 
and strongly urged him not tocontinue his 
movements as aspy after Lee had crossed 
into Virginia, but the gallant young soldier 
gave no promise as to what he would be 
likely todo, and the very first night after 
Lee crossed the Potomac he was again in 


Lee’s camp, and brought back information 
to Gen. McClellan. 

Again he returned and entered the Con- 
federate lines, and when he did not report 
after a week it was assumed that he had 
been captured and would probably be exe- 
cuted asaspy. He had been captured, was 
tried and conagemned asa spy and sentenced 
to execution, but he was saved by a clever 
newspaper device determined upon after a 
conference in this city between President J. 
Edgar Thomson of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, Col. Scott and Mr. Mc- 
clure. Thomson took special interest in 
Palmer, as he had been his secre- 
tary, and was much ajtachedto him, It was 
decided that Washington dispatches should 
be prepared for all the morning papers an- 
nouncing the arrival atthe capital of Capt.

Mr. Butterworth was asking Miss Pollard 
about her ambitions forthe future in those 
early years, when she said: ‘‘Il Knew I was 
to always bein Mr. Brecklinridge’s life, be- 
cause the night before Iieft forthe Norwood 
Asylum he made me promise to give my baby 
awey.

HAD NO IDEAL IN HER MIND. 

‘*Did you have any woman before you as 
an ideal?’, Mr. Butterworth asked, and as 
Miss Pollard was answering, ‘‘No, sir.

For two yearswhen she was first in 
Wushington she had met Mr. Breckinridge 
three or four times a week in a house on 
Fourth street.

IMMENSE MEETING TO BE HELD 
THIS EVENING IN LONDON. 


Bzeter Hall Will Be the Scene of the 
Huge Gathering—Lady Somerset, 
Frances Willard, Sir Wilfred Lawson 
and Other Notables Sign a Cable Mes- 
sage to the Famous Reformer—Text of 
the Address—Life and Work. 


Loxpon, March 20—England, in common 
with all the civilized world, is celebrating 
the 90th birthday of Gen. Neal Dow, the great 
American temperance advocate. At Exeter 
Hall, this city, there will be an immense 
meeting to-night in honor of the veteran 
temperance advocate. The United Kingdom 
Alliance and the British Woman’s Temper- 
ance Association of England have enthusi- 
astically adopted the suggestion made by 
the World’s and National W.C. T. U., and 
the picture of Gen. Dow, ashe appeared in 
1861, when he was Mayor of Portland, Me., 
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Gen. Neal Dow at 90. 
when probibition was adopted in that State, 
and another representing him as he now ap- 
pears are to be seen displayed in all temper- 
apce resorts throughout England to-day. 

At the Exeter Hall meeting to-night Lady 
Henry Somerset will preside and Miss 
Frances E. Willard, Sir Wilfred Lawson, Rev. 
Hugh Price-Hughes, Mrs. Ormiston-Chant 
and others have signed a cable message 
which the Associated Press has been re- 
quested to forward to Gen. Neal Dow, to be 
reaa@ at the eelebration which Is to take place 
to-day atthe City Hall, Portland, Me., and 
the Associated Press has also been requested 
totransmitthe reply of Gen. Neal Dowto 
the meeting, which is to take place this 
evening in Exeter Hall. 

The dispatch from the Exeter Hall meeting 
is as follows: 

To Gen. Neal Dow: 

A mighty throng gathered in Exeter Hall crowns 
your ninety beneficent years with love and grati- 
tude. for you can truly say: 

**When the ear heard me, then it blessed me;

Way until crowned by the action of that great 
majority which gave constitutienal prohibition to 
the State of Maine.

Representative Bailey Says the Probe 
Will Be Pushed to the Bottom. 


THE RAILWAY COMMITTEE'S EFFORTS 
TO SIDETRACK THE INQUIRY 


May Lead to the Whole Matter Being 
Aired in Open Session of the House— 
In the Senate an Effort Will Be Made 
to Keep the Investigatfon Out of 
Brice’s Hands. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., March 19.—Oongress- 
man Boatner’s resolution providing for the 
appointment of special counsel to bring sults | 
against the directors and stockholders of the 
Union Pacific Railroad who have been the 
beneficiaries of misapplied funds, has been 
referred to a sub-committee of the Judiciary 
Committee, of which Congressman Bailey of 
Texas is Chairman. This reference was 
made by Congressman Culberson of Texas, 
who isthe chairman of the full committee, 
for the purpose of insuring a thorough exam- 
ination into the merits of the resolution. 
Mr. Balley is an excelient lawyer, and one of 
the youngest and most energetic members of 
the committee. 

In discussing the resolutions, Mr. Balley 
said to the Post-DiIsPaTcuH correspondent to- 
day: ‘‘My sub-committee, to whicn Mr. 
Boatner’s resolution has been referred will 
hold a meeting, as soonas Mr. Boatner re- 
turns from Louisiana, and will call him be- 
fore it,in order that he may make a statement 
regarding the matter contained inthe reso- 
lutions drafted by him, I expect that Mr. 
sBoatner will be back here by Wednesday or 
Thursday, and no time will be lost after he 
returns. There isan important question, of 
which I see that the Post-Dispatcu is 
already advised, as to whether the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary shallcontinue to have 
jurisdiction of this resolution. Mr. Reilly, 
the Chairman ofthe Pacific Railroads Com- 
mittee, attempted last Saturday to have the 
reference of the resolution changed, in order 
that his committee might have jurisdiction 
of the matter. 

**in the absence of Mr. Boatner I felt called 
uponto make the point of order that Mr. 


Reilly had not been authorized by his com- 
mittee to request a change of reference, and 
the chair sustained the point. It Is still 
possible, however, that Mr. Reilly may 
call his committee together, secure 
the authority desired, and then make the 
request again in the open House. Should he 
do so the Speaker would be obliged to enter- 
tain the motion and then it would remain 
for the House to determine which committee 
should have jurisdiction. In such an event 
it is probable that the question would be 
thoreughly aired in the open House. I do 
not look for any such movement until Mr. 
Boatner returns. 

**I have not examined into the subject cov- 
ered by the resolutions far enough to be able 
to give an opinion as to their merits, but l 
willsay this, that if our committee retains 
jurisdiction over the matter the charges 
against the Union Pacific will be probed to 
the very bottom and a favorable report made 
upon the resolutions if the facts, as found, 
warrant such action. 

‘‘There need be no fear that the investiga- 
tion will not be thorough.I will go,.to the very 
bottom. Astothe advisability of employing 
special counse lto conduct the sults, if it 
should be decided to bring them,Ido not 
care to express an opthion at this time, but I 
will say that In justice tothe Judiciary Com- 
mittee and to Congress, ifit is decided to 
bring these suits, they should be pressed 
with the utmost possibie vigor, in order that 
Congress itselfshall not be discredited on 
account of any lack of ability or zeal on the 
part of its agents.’’ 

There has been much speculation at the 
Capitol to-day on the question as to whether 
Mr. Reilly will succeed in obtaining authority 
from his committee to request a change of 
reference of the Boatner resolution. No 
meeting of the committee has yet been called 
and in the absence of several of its membDers 
it is not lHkely that a meeting will 
be held within a few days. It 
is a significant fact which has hither- 
to escapea attention, that Congress- 
man Boatner, who is a member of the Ju- 
diciary Committee, is also a member of the 
Committee on Pacific Railroads, and his 
friends in the House point to the fact that he 
has requested that his resolutions should be 
referred to the Ju‘liciary Committee, as in- 
dicating his belief that if the Pacific Rall- 
roads Committee is given jurisdiction over 
them they will come to naught. 

Mr. Boatner has one or two colleagues on 
the Pacific Rallroads Committee who will do 
their best to prevent the passage of a reso- 
lution authorizing Mr. Reilly to ask fora 
change of reference in Boatner’s absence. 
Courtesy toan absent member is usually a 
sufficiently strong consideration to prevent 
such action. 

Mr. Boatner resolutions have made‘sa de- 
cided stir in the Senate especially among the 
membership of the Committee on Pacific 
Roads, of which Mr. Brice is Chairman. The 
Ohio Senator’s personal Interests are well un- 
derstood, andinthese days of speculation, 
Senators are especially wide awake to such 
considerations. If the Boatner rosolutions 
pass the House, a strong effort will be 
made in the Senate to secure their reference 
tothe Committee on Judiciary, in order to 
keep the matter out of Mr, Brice’s hands, 
andsome hope is now expressed that this 
movement will be successful. Much will de- 
pend upon the watchfulness of the friends of 
the resolutions, for itis more than probable 
that the first request made for recognition to 
move the reference of the resolutions will 
prevail.

Work to the Amount of $150,000 
Recommended—City Hall News. 

At the meeting of the Boardof Public Im- 
provements this morning the following 
street improvement ordinances were recom-

Advices from Washington give positive 
assurances that tho Boatner joint 
resolution providing for suits against 
the Union Pacific Railroad Co. to 
secure restitution of the millions 
stolen from the Government will not pass 
both branches of Congress.

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CRIMINAL COURT REFORM. 


Of the many excellent features in the 
programme of reforms in the administra- 
tion of justice in this city which Dennis 
Devoy will urge upon the Legislature there 
is none more important than his proposed 
merging of the Criminal and Circuit 
Oourts. 

The experiment of separating the crim- 
inal and civil court elections hae been a 
miserable failure on the criminal side. It 
has been fatal to the just and clean admin- 
istration of criminal law. BHxcept at rare 
intervals, when a spasmodic sentiment 
of disgust has been aroused in the 
public mind by extraordinary abuses 
the better elements of citizens have been 
indifferent to the criminal courts as mat- 
ters of no personal concern tothem. The 
result has been that these courts, although 
dealing with mattersof profound impor~ 
tance to the welfare of the community, 
have been left to the control of vicious el- 
ements having a personal interest in the 
criminal courts. 

The separation of courts dealing with 
civil law and the courts dealing with crim- 
inal law has enabled the criminal classes, 
and the politicians who make use of them, 
to profit by the indifference of the mass of 
citizens and to concentrate their energies 
and trading stock where they will do 
themselves the most good. 

The people of St. Louis do not need to be 
told the'consequences. They know by 
humillating experience to what degrada- 
tion corrupt and criminal influences have 
brought the criminal courts, They know 
with what certainty law-breakers shielded 
by political pulls, can depend upon im- 
munity from punishment, The defeat of 
justice has been a common occurrence in 
these courte. 

It is useless to tell the people that they 
have the power to clean out the Four 
Courts and ought to doit. The condi- 
tions offer too many opportunities for the 
rascals to accomplish their purposes. The 
mass Of the people will not maintain the 
extraordinary vigilance necessary to keep 
them clean. 

But with the merging of the adininia- 
tration of both civil and criminal law in 
the same courts the task will be easier, 
The interest of the whole body of the peo- 
ple will be centered upon one set of courts, 
and there will be far less opportunity for 
the successful use of improper influences 
to shield criminals with political pulls. 
Criminal matters and the protection of 
life, which have hitherto been shamefully 
neglected, will be cared for as well as 
civil matters and the protection of prop- 
erty. The failure of our administration 
of criminal law isso notorious that Mr. 
Devoy should find notroublein getting a 
majority of the Legislature to aid him in 
ite reform.

Fays the Total Reductions Made Do Not 
Exceed 5 Per Cent. 


Mr. Wm. Prufrock, the upholsterer, says 
that he has been misrepresented by his strik- 
ingemployes. Mr. Prufrock says: 

‘*I wish to contradict the statement pub- 
lished last evening regarding the 35 per cent 
eut in my uphoisterers’ pay roll. As business 
failed to put up asl expected, I was com- 
pelled to make a slight reduction in the price 


ofa few of - goods made, which aver- 
aged about per cent, all told. 

I retained the tail force of workmen on short 
time during the dull season, last winter, 
when other factories closed down, although 
I was obliged to let them make up goods for 
stock, as the few orders received during that 
time were not sufficient to Keep them 
going. I do not see wherein 
they have been treated unfairly 
as my price list was from 16 per cent to 2 
per cent higher than Chicago houses have 
been paying their workmen for the same 
grade of work. My employes have been abie 
to make from $12 to $20 a week.’’ 


Prufrock’s Wattress Makers Strike. 


The mattress makers emplayed at Wm. 
Prufrock’s factory on Sixth street and Cass 
avenue followed the example of the up- 
holsterers, and yesterday went on 4 strike. 
The upholsterers, who quit some days ago, 
numbered thirty-five men in all, while 
fifteen mattress makers struck yester- 
day. They claim that on Jan. 8, last, 
their wages were reduced from 6 to 
percent, with the understanding that the 
old rates woula be restored as soon as the 
times got better and trade pickedup. Be- 
ee. — reduction the men claim they made 

per week, as they averaged 
paly three days’ work. Latterly trade 
has picked up, they say, to such an extent 
thatallofthem have received steady em- 
ployment, yet they are earning not more

It is unfair, he said, 
thatinso maiy cases men control the funds 
of a@ municipality who have no. in- 
terest in its welfare and pros- 
perity. Private corporations have no 
rightto furnish light, water or trapsporta- 
tion for municipal purposes, If there were 
profit in conducting these enterprises the 
municipality should conduct them ana rea 
the benefits. And it isthe duty of good citi- 
zens to see that this is brought abou 

The President, Justice Brewer of tne United 
States Supreme Court, said that it was the 
Vicious element of New. York ve to the 
municipal organization of that city its enor- 
mous power and it must be oheoaalh the will-

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CHINESE REGISTRATION. 


Some Amusing Breaks Made by Celes- 
tials at the Federal Building. 


To-day and yesterday were busy days in 
registration business at the Internal Collec- 
tor’s office. Chinamento the number of 45 
obtained yesterday the evidence of their 
right to stay on Uncle Sam’s soil. That was 
the largest number that have ever registered 
in one dayinthe St. Louls office. The total 
number registered to date is 159. There re- 
main some 200 more to come, 

Of the 159all are laborers save four, one of 


being merchants. The first ts called Wong 
Hay, the othersare Jeu Koon and Joe Yong 
of Kwong Sun Wo, 16 South Elghth street, 
and Lee Ting, 17 South Eighth street. 

The term ‘‘merchant’’ as applied,to the 
Chinese is strictly defined in the law passed 
Nov. 3, 1893, amendatory to the original 
Geary law, and is as follows: 

fh webeeinion te a person engaged in buying and 
selling merehandise at affixed place of business, 
which business is conducted. in his mame, and who 
during the time he claims to be engaged as a mer- 
chant does not engage inthe performance of any 
manual labor except such as is necessary in the con- 
duct of his business as such merchant. 

If this law is literally construed, especially 
that part baving reference to the conduct of 
business under the merchant’s name, every 
Chinese merchant may. as well pack up his 
baggage and go back tothe old country; for 
there is none of them that does business un- 
der his own name, but always under a shop 
name selected for its auspicious significance, 
and thisshop name may cover several hun- 
dred partners. 

Chief Clerk Slaughter,on whom falls chiefly 
the burden of receiving applications ana 
affidavits and issuing certificates, sees no 
dificulty in registering merchants, *‘be- 
cause,’’ he says, ‘‘there are so few of them 
here. Iam not any more particular with 
them than with the laborers.’’ 

As for the Chinamen they think it a 
nuisance anyway and would avold it if they 
dared. It costs them something to register— 
about $1.50 fer photographs and the same 
amount for an Interpreter. Besides, the 
man (who must be some one other than 
Chinese) that makes out the aMfidavitas to 
their beinginthe country prior to May 5, 
1892, has to be pald for his trouble. So it 
costs every Chinese iaborer anywhere from

Expert Use of Them by the Clumsy-Look: 
ing Netives of the Far North. 


From the Morning Oregonian. 

To the interesting collection of curios 
gathered by Capts. Edwards and McDer- 
mott, United States Inspéctorsof Hulls and 
Bollers, Guring the last few years, have 
lately been acdceda number of weapons used 
by the Eskimos inthe hunt and chase, and 
other articles and relics presented by various 
persons in the Northwest and British Co- 
lum bia, ) : 

The Eskimos* weapons were presented to 
the inspectors by the widow of the late Capt. 
John M. Olsen of Astoria, master of the sealer 
Polar Bear, in accordance with a request 
which he expressed before his death. The 
most interesting of these curios isa spear 
with a poisoned arrow head, which is the 
most effective of all the weapons used by the 
inhabitants of the ‘‘land of the midnight 
sun.’’ The spear entire is about five feet long. 
It 1s made of wood, monnted with bone, in 
which are finely carved all the fantastic de- 
signs characteristic ofthe Eskimos in this 
line of work, The arrow is made inthree 
pleces, two parts wood, and the third, 
which is the head, of bone dipped in potson. 
The three pleces are held t ther by a 
leather thong, but with aslight movement of 
the hand these can be disengaged, leaving 
the head, when it strikes the animal, curvéd 
in its body in such manner thatit is impos- 
—e to disengage it without cutting the 
skin. ; : 

When the weapon is used on whale, seal or 
other water anitmal,'a floater, made of the 
bladder of a seal; is attached to the end of 
the spear, sothatthg hunter may trace its 
course and -locate Ss game.. The Eskimos 
have a peculiar way of ‘*‘shooting’’ this 
The hunter holds in his right hand, 

near 
the spear fits 


it a. 
top, the end of 
snugly. 
is right-hand swiftly forward, propelling 
the spear with lightning speed, and invaria- 
bly with unerring aid at the mark. Instances 
have been recorded where a hunter brought 
down his game at fifty yards, and one or two 
Alaska story-tellers. who have no fear of 
being discredited by the rising generation, 
say that animals have been slain at 100 yards 
distance. 

But allagree that the average Eskimoisa 
marksman who never falis to hit his mark, 
and who, when s0 disposed, always provides 
plenty for his family with his primitive 
Weapons. Sometimes to this spear is at- 
tached a rope of leather, one end of which 
is securely fastened to the hunter’s arm, so 
that he may keep hold of his game. But this 
is only done on short-distance shots. .- 

A weapon used In huntiug birds is a tripod- 
shaped spear. This is thrown in the same 
mannerasthe poisoned spear. The hunter 
sneaks within distance of his covey of ptar- 
migan or 6ther birds and lets fly his weapon. 
If he be lucky three birds are the reward of 
his skill; if not, one ortwo. The inspectors 
have weapons.of the above kinds of several 
sizes, but all used for the same purpose. 

Among the other articles are a _ 0bDelt 
and a pair of‘ leggings finely ornamented 
with beads, made and worn by the Eskimos, 
and which they sell to curio-seekers for $25; 
also, a water Dag made of sealskin, a lariat 
and several varieties of the well-known har- 

oon. 

Next to the weapons, the skull of a Palouse 
Indian woman commands attention for sev. 
eral reasons. The principal oneis because 
her skullis shaped wholly unlike that of the 
common Palouse,. ana it is thought that she 
was a person of high degree—probably a 
Princess, or at leasta woman of high birth. 
From the earliest time inthe recollection of 
the oldest inhabitant—who ts still in exist- 
ence—the Palouse Indians have continued the 
habit of thelr forefathers of flattening the 
rear part of the cranium of their female 
children of low birtb. This was done so that 
they might be distinguished from the high- 
born natives. This woman had a full back 
head, but a low and retreating forehead.
